Three  different  names,  but  they  all  refer  to  the  same 
thing:  Recreational  vehicles  that  provide  you  with  fun, 
entertainment,  and  challenge! 

RIDING  OPPORTUNITIES 

The  state  of  Oregon  and  Washington  offer  a wide 
range  of  trails  and  special-use  areas  for  your  riding 
enjoyment.  This  brochure  contains  a motorized  recreation 
opportunity  index  for  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Contact  the 
local  office  listed  in  the  opportunity  index  for  detailed 
directions,  specific  information  about  nearby  services,  and 
area-riding  maps.  Make  sure  you're  informed  about  any 
restrictions  that  exist.  Some  areas  are  closed  to  all  types  of 
vehicle  traffic  to  protect  water  quality,  wildlife,  and  plant 
habitats,  and  to  provide  nonmotorized  recreation 
opportunities. 

AT  Vs  AND  THE  LAW  IN  OREGON 

Oregon  law  provides  for  the  collection  of  ATV  title, 
registration,  and  permit  fees  as  well  as  a special  tax  on  fuel 
purchased  for  off-highway  use.  These  funds  are  used  for  the 
development  of  ATV  facilities  and  programs.  Several  ATV 
users,  appointed  by  the  Oregon  Transportation  Commission 
to  four-year  terms,  advise  the  Oregon  Department  of 
Transportation  on  how  to  spend  ATV  funds. 

ORVs  AND  THE  LAW  IN  WASHINGTON 

You  and  your  machine  need  not  be  "street  legal"  on 
some  roads  managed  by  the  Departments  of  Natural 
Resources  and  Wildlife.  However,  be  careful  of  traffic,  and 
keep  speeds  below  25  mph  at  all  times.  You  and  your 
vehicle  must  be  "street  legal"  on  county  roads  that  cross 
lands  administered  by  the  Departments  of  Natural 
Resources  and  Wildlife.  Know  where  these  roads  are. 
Remember,  Department  of  Wildlife  land  is  not  ORV  land. 
Travel  only  on  roads  not  posted  as  closed.

IS  YOUR  ATV  EQUIPMENT  LEGAL  FOR  USE  ON  PUBLIC 

AND  PRIVATE  TRAILS? 

• Your  muffler  must  be  operating  and  adequate  to  limit 
exhaust  noise  as  required  by  state  law. 

• When  traveling  on  National  Forest  lands,  your  vehicle 
must  have  a USDA  Forest  Service-approved  spark  arrester. 

• Your  headlights  and  taillights  must  be  lit  at  night  and 
when  visibility  is  poor. 

• Your  brakes  must  work  properly. 

• You  must  possess  a permit  and  driver's  license  as  required 
by  state  law. 

HOW  TO  TREAD  LIGHTLY 

• Obtain  a travel  map  and  regulations  from  a public  agency 
or  private  landowner.  Learn  the  rules  and  follow  them. 

• Avoid  running  over  young  trees,  shrubs,  and  grasses.  Such 
damage  endangers  future  use. 

• Stay  off  soft,  wet  roads  and  trails  (particularly  during  hunt- 
ing seasons).  Repairs  to  damaged  roads  and  trails  are 
expensive,  and  can  result  in  closures. 

• Meadows,  steep  hillsides,  streambanks,  and  lakeshores 
are  easily  scarred  by  churning  wheels. 

• Downslope  edges  are  very  vulnerable  to  damage  by 
motorized  traffic. 

• Resist  the  urge  to  pioneer  a new  road  or  trail,  or  to  cut 
across  a switchback. 

• Stay  away  from  wild  animals  that  are  hungry  or  are 
young.  Stress  can  sap  scarce  energy  reserves  needed  by 
these  animals  for  survival. 

• Obey  gate  closures  and  regulatory  signs.  Vandalism 
wastes  taxpayer  dollars  and  can  further  limit  your  sport. 

• Lands  designated  as  wilderness  are  closed  to  all  vehicles. 
Know  the  locations  of  wilderness  boundaries  and  respect 
them. 

• Get  permission  to  travel  across  private  land.  Respect 
landowner  rights.

Except  in  King  and  Snohomish  Counties,  ORV  permit  tabs, 
which  are  valid  for  one  year  from  the  month  of  purchase, 
are  sold  by  the  county  auditor  or  by  sub-agents.  Sub-agents 
are  generally  located  in  local  stores.  Contact  your  county 
auditor  for  the  location  of  the  sub-agent  nearest  you.  In 
King  County,  ORV  permits  are  available  from  the  Auto 
License  Department;  in  Snohomish  County,  they  are 
obtained  from  the  Division  of  Licensing.  Proof  of  vehicle 
ownership  is  required  to  purchase  an  annual  ORV  permit. 
Either  a title  or  notarized  bill  of  sale  is  generally  accepted  as 
proof  of  ownership.

Dune  buggies,  jeeps,  and  4x4's  are  required  to  have  ATV- 
operator  permits  only  in  state-designated  areas.  The 
landowners  in  these  areas  require  permits  purchased  from 
any  Oregon  Motor  Vehicles  Division  office.  Permits  are  not 
required  in  some  areas,  so  contact  the  landowner  before 
arriving.  ATV  permits  are  valid  for  two  years.  An  operator  of 
a motor  vehicle  is  required  to  have  a valid  driver's  license. 
Any  unlicensed  operator  of  a 3-  or  4-wheeler,  if 
unaccompanied  by  a licensed  driver  at  least  1 8 years  old, 
must  complete  a rider  safety  course  taught  by  a state 
certified  instructor.  Unless  registered  in  a state  that 
participated  in  a reciprocal  agreement  with  Oregon,  out-of- 
state  enthusiasts  must  register  like  residents.  Be  sure  to 
check  with  your  local  Motor  Vehicles  Division  office  to 
make  sure  you  are  properly  registered.
